In the firgt place the Viooroy or 
Governor is allowed to have only ove seoretary— 
a Confidential. Socratary—and the Viceregal or 
Gubernatorial yamén will contain the following 
Dopartmonta with a Commissioner or Director 
over-eaoh :—(1} Department of Foreign Affairs, 
(2) Civil Officials’ Department, (3) Department 
of the Commonalty, (4) Department of Famine, 
{5) Department of Ceremuaies sud Eiducation.. 
(6) Military Department (7) Deparimont of 
Agriculture, Works and Commeros, (8) Depart. 
ment of Posis and Communications. A Vicerey 
or Governor whose jotisdiction touches the 
frontiers of the Mongo) or Tibetan dependencies 
will have o ninth Department, namely, tho 
Department of tuter Dependericias, Tho 
economy of the yamen of the Provincial Trea- 
surer, Provincial Sudga aud Literary Chancellor 
will continue'as usual, wilh tho addition that 
each shall contain o apecial department where 
meetings may be held to confor on. Govern-

At the buse of.the furnace the deputs-ooronor 
found the charred leg of a mon ‘protruding 
from a piloof still red-hot cinders, He at once 
ordered (hat .a search should bo modo. for 
‘other victims, A gang of men were set to 
work, and within a. few minutes two more 
bodies were unearthed. All three of the 
corpses were burned buyond recognition, only 
tho atumps of their arma and legr remaining.

The wives and families of the missing men | 

dlustered around the gates of the works again, 
aud made o piteous apeotacle, 
Of the thirty-five mon employed at the 
furnace only one escaped unbort. Three were 
killed, and soven were taken to hospital fatally 
injared, Tboromainder diasppeared og though 
the earth had srallowed them ap. 

George Knox, the uninjared man, says : 

“ We were all working, and never dreaming 
of an explosion. Suddenly thera was a terriflo 
vosr, I immediately started to ron. ‘Jhero 
wero streams of molten metal everywhere. 1 
wes confronted with an awful death unless I 
ould run faster than the metal was travelling. 
1 reached a pluce of safety not a moment too 
soon., F do not kuow what happened to tho 
others, I did net seo them alter the explosion. 
Hf they did not run fast they were all buried 
beneath the molten u etal.” 

Chsrles Bennett, who was passing ons train 
at the moment of the explosion, anys : 

“t saw ton mon rnoniag. ‘Their clothes 
wore a mars of flamer. Apparoutly some of 
them were injured, os they could hardly ran. 
coveral tripped ond fell in tho hot metal, whieb 
immediately enveloped thom. ‘There waa o 
svcond explorion. aud when I luoked again | did 
snot, seo a soul, [believe they ail perished. ”

THE FIRE AT PORTSMOUTH, 
CURIOUS PKMENTT, : 

The Times of Jan, 44h says The fire yhich 
broke out in the camp eqainment stores wort 
month Gun Wharf on Wetnesday night, as 
briefly reported in a portion of oar first edition 
of yesterday, complatoly destroyed thyt building 
and ite contents, only the inventories.anl papers 
boing saved, [fu the store waa a very farge 
quantity of tents, &e., for the use of the troopa 
in the Youtherm Command. All this was de- 
stroyed, and tho loss is placed by officials at 
about £500,000, No exact ti uresoar, however, 
yet be. given, A» policeman found the store 
‘alight about 11 p.m,, and the fire had then got 
puch a good hold that about, half-an-bour 
jater the finmes were bursting through tho 
roof. Assistance was obtained ax quickly 
ax possible, Tho metropolitan police fire 
bridade from «the dock yard and the 
borough polices fire brigade were called, 
and all the ships in harbour | were 
inulructed to aend sss‘stance. 
brought about. 2,000 mon to aid in the work of 
extinguishing the fire.. All handa worked 
excosdingly well, but the mon were considerably 
hawpered by the state of the road in front of tha 
building, it being { up” for the relaying of 
railway jines, and it was with great difloulty 
that the engines could be moved, Thore were 
few ‘accidents, and ‘these very slight; wo 
officers bad their hands scorched and two men 
were ron over but not serionsly burt, 
part:2 o'clock before the flames were got under 
and all donger wax part. The cause of: the 
firo ix anknow", Admiral Sir Archibald 
Douglas, the Commander-in-C! jaf, was present 
whilst the brigades wore at work, und yesterday 
afterncon he isaued a memorandum in which 
he proised highly the work done by oll engaged 
in extinguishing the tire, - 

Another account states that tha camp 
equipment of an army corps was ptored in the 
building. Everything appeared safe when the 
workman employed: (bore left oa Wednerday 
afternoon, ‘but ‘at 11 o'clock the motropolitan 
police notived a fire in the store, which was fall 
of bedding, blankets, military, bell teats mor- 
quees, roper, snd other inflammable materials. 
The place wan well alight when the alarm wes 
raised, the blook favolved being » building J00ft, 
long with walls 2ft. thiok and heavy oak beams, 
pillsre, rafters, and wooden partitions. Shortly, 
after midnight the - roof. fell in with a 
crash, flames and parka mounting’ high 
in tho air ond being visible for miles 
around. Grayo fears were entertained for 
the anfety of the houses in the town of 
Portsea, as o heavy. seuth.wostorly gale wee 
blowing and carrying the flomes and sparks 6 
considerable distavee. Fortunately, howover, 
no demage’ was done to private property. 
Evory effort was made to confine the fire to the 
building in which it originated, and seam-n 
were emploved io removing stacks of wood in 
the vicinity which’. thrastened davger, and 
also in clearing’ adjacent stores, whioh, as 
well ar thy officers’ quarters, were'in jeopstdy 
for some time. By 2.30 the firemen had 
succorded in thie task and the troops ware 
withdrswn, though the tira -brigedex continued 
to ploy on the burning debris until daybreak. 
Tho: camp +tore was completely gutted, and 
only the baro walls remain standing, Other 
hnildings were scorched and damaged by water. 
The exteut of the dsmagecanzot beestinuted, but 
it probably amounts ‘to many thousands of 
pounds, In addition to the officers commanding 
the seamen and troopr, most of the principal 
officers of the port end garrirou were on duty

The prefecture of Tssoobou, in Shantung 
province, has for the past fow monthy been 
tha scane of sharp fightixgy between an or- 
ganised hody of deaperadoes reinforced by saoret 
society men, and the forons of Governor Yung 
Shib-beiang of Shantung, aided by a contingent 
sen! by Viceroy Yuan shib-Wai, A brother 
of ‘that Viceroy died whilst aged in the 
operations ngamat tha Twaaol insurgents, 
A abort time ogo we (N.C. Daily News) 
chronicled the fact that tho combined troops of 
Chibli and Shantang had ruceeoded in suppresa-: 
ing the insurrection, but were unable to prevent 
a strong body of the insurgents from crossing 
the borders into Kiang)eb, ~The troops of HL, 
Yin Chany, Commauder-in-obief of Kiong- 
peh—who' ore stated to be ax well armed and 
disciplined aq Viceroy Youn  Shib-k‘ai’s 
regimen(s»—wore, at o ca put into motion: 
to drive the insnrgents back into Shantang, 
on tho borders of which the northern troops . 
wore wailing to receive thom, Et now seems 
‘that a body ‘of Kinapgpeh troops unver 
Colonel Shih managed to surround the 
insurgents in tho ' mouutsin villave of 
Chsngtouts'ne, ten. milus from tho district 
city of PYehsion (Hauchon prefecture) where 
tho insargents prepared to resist the Govern- 
ment treo;s. Being well armed, the inearg- 
ents kept the troops at bay for two days 
aod night-, but the former, weakened 
by desertions, outnumbered and uway from 
alk chancen-ot-auecour, were—finally—forced to 
give way, Just before dawn of the third 
doy the troops stormed tho walled vitlage 
kitting nearly thirty and capturivg double the 
number, Only a few succosted in escxping in 
the darkness and confusion of the scrimmage. 
The troops tosteeven men in killed and twenty 
twoin wounded, Those of the insurgents who 
jercaped are reported to hyve mads their way 
orrthward, the south being barred to them. A 
considerable number of Maasers were caplured 
sod nearly two kuudred ponies, the insurgents 
twing mostly.mounted and reputed to be fine 
riders, Wo may here-s ste that» consid:rable 
portion of the mounted forced“of the Empire 
are natives of Shantung and Hopun provinces.
